Let 
private utility companies 
carry the power, he urged. 
He said they could do It cheaper.

Both tho Kennedy administra- 
tion and the preceding Elsenhow- 
er administration have recom- 
mended construction ol federal 
lines to deliver electricity from 
dams In the billion -dollar project. 

Dawson said federal lines would 
duplicate or replace lines that pri- 
vate utility componlM have built 
or could construct. 

The private companies "have 
presented aubstanUal proof," Daw- 
son said, "that at least 130 million 
dollars con be saved. This amount 
of money diverted to other needs 
of the Colorado project or even to 
other needs of the nation. In these

In an- 
swer to a' quAtlon, that Magic 
Valley funerals cost an average of 
tSBB. compared with a national 
average of $7(14. according to the 
magarine article. 

Wllkerson said 'the runeral -dl- 

xioT maintains a'- chapel, ar- 
ranges all services, supplies a cas- 
ket,- trarupor,tatlon to the ceme- 
tery and many Incidentals. 

Wlllvrson critlclud the Post 
article which, .he asserted, con- 
fused the desires or American so- 
ciety lor bertaln types of funerals 
with the wishes- of funeral di- 
rectors. He explained the "pagan- 
ism" charge results from tha de- 
sire or most families to have the 
body preserved and displayed dur- 
ing services. ^ 

The .mortician noted his profes- 
sion does lobby In the state legis- 
lature. However, two. laws for 
which the group lobbied, a li- 
censing act passed In 1S36, and a 
provision that prepayment for fu- 
neral services must be held In 
trust until death of the person 
maklnff the payment, "benefit the 
public, not funeral directors." 

Wllkerson explained that fu- 
neral directors feel theirs Is a 
publlo business, arid Invlted\ In- 
spection or mortuary racllltlcs. 
and discussion with him of costs 
and other aspects of services. He 
criticised on attempt by a Cali- 
fornia group to have funeral serv- 
ices controlled by tha state or 
municipalities.

Kemp discussed the beet Indus- 
try. Its economic- Impact on Maglo 
Valley and explained the plant's 
operation. 

He noted that thcwestcm.Unlt: 
ed Slates b growing more rapidly 
than other sMtes and that 3S.pcr. 
cent mere' beef pv-caplU^WjueJ 
In the West. He mentloneanhUt 
a tew years . ago. packing pliUita 
generally purchased 'av-tl'lIa^UIo 
cattle, slaughtered them &hd iold 
the beet. Nov the beef is pre-iold, 
then the cattle ore purohoscd, 
slaughtered and the finished pro- 
duct is delivered ^tp the customer, 
who bought the beef.

OommuniBta all over the. world appear 
to- bfl building up to dnotlier propaganda 
_llelil_day-wltli_the Unlted_Statc5:destined 
to bo the goat. The center o( the atage 
leature the cmbarrasilnff tracUJrs-for-pria-r 
oners deal in Cuba. Who can doubt that the 
communists will wring eveir "drop of prop- 
aganda out of- the situation: Perhaps the 
original offer to release . Cuban Invasion 
prisoners In exchange for 500 Ainerlcan 
bulldozcts.and-tmctors.waa Just talk, but it 
has passed that stago now. 

Eventually, ' ttio communists may. have 
their 500 tractors and the 1,2H prisoners 
t may be released. And what then? Perhaps 
communists all over the world will resort 
to a -fomi of kidnaping and ransoming, 
knowing full weirthnt Americans value hu- 
man lives more than machinery. And the 
communists are proving all over again that 
machines are more Important to them. But 
will the world get.t hntjipjnt? 

At any rate, the tractor deal Is .only one 
■ phase of the propaganda field day. Adial 
E. Stevenson, totirlng South America, has 
started to run Into outbursts of communist 
demonstrations. Then over In Geneva, the 
Russians have opened fire on the United 
States in the LoatJan conference, contend- 
ing the U. 8. is stalling and blaming Ameri- 
cana for breaches In the cease-fire agree- 
ment. 

' "niese communist tactics hove been well- 
tested down through the years. No American 
should be no naive as to believe that the 
Cuban, South American. Asian and Euro- 
pean developments ai^ unrelated. The com- 
munist conspiracy Is wcll-organlzed and 
coordinated, The"Kfctnlln pulls the strings 
that bring action iti all parts of the world. 
There's virtually nothing spontaneous 
among communists. .. 

Occasionally things get out of hand for 
the communists, such as the arrest of the 
Amisrlcan foreign service officer, Irvln 
Chambers,' on charges of spying for com- 
munist Poland. But Moscow will Ignore the 
Incident leaving the U. S. to explain to the 
world how a trusted foreign service worker 
happened to give away U. S. secrets. 

All this activity, following so closely on 
the heels of the visit between President 
Kennedy and Premier Khrushchev, would 
Indicate the Russians have decided there 
■will be little or no change In the U. S. atti- 
tude toward communism. It's almost a^ It 
the communists had said openly that the 
Khrushchev-Kennedy meeting was a test 
ard now that they have their answer, they 
will return to the old familiar tactics of 
embarrassing, prodding and taunting- the 
V. 8. at.evAnf.PowlWs place..all. over the 
world." 

Americana might as well 'get ready to 
turn the other check again, because -every- 
thing points to a renewed Russian offen- 
sive in the cold war. ' 



■ ATOMIC DYNAMITE 
■ Bit by bit, the story is being revealed con- 
cerning the atomic explosion last' Jan. 3 at 
the national reactor station hear Arco. Now 
the Investigation has reached the stage 
where the atomic energy commission ad- 
mits-t4ie-accident-"could-and-Aould-have 
been prevented." Unusual as it may be, the 
atomic energy commission has shouldered 
general blame for the accident which killed 
three servicemen working with the reactor. 

Robert_E.-Wllson of the AEC testified be- 
fore the house-senate atomic committee 
that the accident would not have happened 
If all possible precautions and safeguards 
had been^taken. He-added that "respon- 
BlblUty for the accident 'was quite general 
throughout the atomic energy organizatloni 
-Including the commissioners." 

-In effect. Mr. Wilson is saying that peo- 
ple In the organization have been 'working 
with atomic energy long enough without 
major accidents to become lax and care- 
less. Familiarity breeds contempt. . 
-Several Items of carelessness were listed 
tilbutlnB-4o-the-aooldonti 
Includhig deficiencies in the design of the 
reactor, lack of expert civlllon supervision 
over military men doing routine work on 
the reactor and failure to shut down opera- 
tions after repeated malfunctions. The price 
lor all, this carelessness 'was three lives. 
.....Testimony. before congressmen.also noted 
that the actual cause of the explosion is 
Btill unknown because the reactor is too 
radioactive more than "five ipontha' after 
the.cxploslon.to pcrmlt dircct-cxamlnaUon. 
Presumably investigators will learn even- 
tually almost the exact cause of the accl- 
-dent, but more months may elapse before 
reduced radioactivity will permit the neces- 
sary close check to find out what hapjwned. 
In the meantime, crews are working gin- 
. gerly to dismantle the reactor. 

The loss of three"" lives has spelled out 
to the atomic energy commission and every- 
one 'working 'With, atomic energy that they 
are vhtually sittUig atop a possible atomic 

^bomb. . 

Perhaps the tragedy will be beneficial in 
one respect; that It win serve to remind 
everyone Involved hi 'work with atomic dc- 
■vlces that they cannot play with' atomic 
dynamite. Rljild rules which undoubtedly 
have 'been outlined for all 'workers must be 
enforced strictly. Until much more Is known 
about atomic devices. It becomes apparent 
they must be handled with care and pro- 
per respect. Indeed that may be the case 
forever where atomic energy la involved 
More experience may serve only to empha-' 
Blzo the potential danger of Ignoring nre- 
cautloh8':and uXeguards.

And the United 
States will be counted on to supply the bulk of 
nuclear firing power, as It provided the victorious 
materiel In World war n. 

President Kennedy obviously ran Into this senti- 
ment In his tslks with President de Oaulle and 
Prime Minister Harold MacmlUan. and In previous 
conferences at Waahlnston vlth Chancellor Aden- 
auer. He has not revealed his reaction to their sun- 
gestlons for greater EilVopean. participation In our 
nuclear treasures, and probably will not save In 
sessions with the leaders of both parties on capltol 
hill. 

President Kennedy, as a former member of both 
house and senate, knows how averse congress ia to 
amendment oC the McMahon act to permit further 
diffusion of closely suorded atomic secrets. 

KENNEDY'S VIEWPOINT— Nevertheless, in dis- 
cussing the effect of tho "great change in weapon- 
ry" since World war n and the establishment of i 
nuclear balance-ol-power between the United States 
and Russia, he seemed to envisage an all-out and 
no- weapons-barred conflict. If It shmld; -become 
InevlUble. He said: 

"Wo must J>e sure and constantly itrengthenlng 
oh of our forces of all kinds and at all levels to 
deter war, and to Iceep the peace by making certain 
that those who would oppose us, know that we are 
determined to resist oggresslon, whatever Its force, 
with whatever kind of force Ls necessary to resist It." 

The key words In this pledge, and given twice In 
a single sentence are "all of our forces of all kinds" 
and "with whatever, kind of force Is necessary to 
resist It." Furthermore, as was our strategy In World 
wars X and n, the United Statu and Its allies will 
resist any Russian attack In the very countries- 
West Qermany, Trance and Britain— now pleading 
for tranitorminK the Atlontto'^ alliance into 'an 
Atomic alliance.

Its proposals of financial assistoJice to train 
profesilonol personnel, deveti^ demonstration proj- 
ects and Increase technical aid to publjo and prl- 
vat« agencies conoemed with Juvenile crime have 
been-well-consldercd.-They-were- recommend ed - In 
tho report of the hearings conducted by Senat<ur 
Kefauver ot Tennessee and the late Senator Hen- 
nlnga ol Missouri, and cnAodled In bills Introduced 
In congress each of the last t«'o years. 

Obstructionism by the house rules committee 
blocked this potentially quite useful though mod- 
est legislation Isst year, but' present pruipccts art 
decidedly better. The senate approved a bill along 
these general lines last month, and the house Is 
expecud to act favorably. 
, The areaa.whlch.hsve been morked out for fad- 
eral acUon are clearly those In which the govern- 
ment bears reeponslblllty .and can apprc^rlaUIy 
take action. They arc, moreover, key plumes ot tho 
over-all problem In which relatively smalt expendU 
tures (Uie president ptvposes 10 million dollars a 
year) can be expected to do the most good, stimu- 
lating without hi any way taking ov«r the respon- 
slblllUeS'Ot the states and communities.
